partial accounts handed downby traditfon.

to the mind what painting and ^ulpture

The moft finifhed pieces of imagery are at 
beft but dull and unaffe£Ung» when com- 
pared with the energy of words. By fuch 
itoafterly produAiwie nf art^ we have inw 
deed the pbje6l prefented before us, hut 
language can let it in nil vtHeties of vi«w^ 
under every combination of ciccumilances; 

The idclaof4Mi iiMvevfal hinguage» ccAild 
fuch a one poflibly obtain, ihould femt to 
imply fomething highly beneficial to the 
human race > but eternal unerring wildom^ 
either for ouj advantage or punifliment, 
has determinra againlt it, and appointed 



to each diftrift its peculiar dialect. 

Having faid thus much of language in 
getaeral, it it requifite that we how give a 
Siccinft account, of our own, point out 
the various changes it has undergone, and 
by what means it has athved at iis preient

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• As we liavc many reafons to conclude 
that this country was oris^inally peopled 
from the adjacent coaft of France, the an- 
ciMK Gault we are thence to in£er^ that 
the Britifli language eighteen hundred 
years ago, was the Sune as that dialed of 
the Gauliih called the Celtic. But about 
half a century before iht cfariltian sera, Ju* 
lius Csefar iavadedBritain^andin the reign 
of Claudius, a Roman colony was planted 
in the fouth-eaft partsof England » and 
finally under Domitian the whole nation 
became a Koosan province*; when thoie 
Britons, who refufed to fubinit to the fo« 
reign yoke^ retired into Wales, in hopes 
of retaining their liberty, and carried their 
language along with them. From this 
period the Latin tongue was gradually in- 
troduced, and mixed in all parts ot the 
land with the Britifli, which thofe Hrft 
conquerors were never able to fupprefs. 

At length the Roman legions we re called 
homej and then the Scots and Pi6ls mak* 
ing an irruption into the north parts of 
England^ king Vortigern, about the year 
400, invited the Saxons to his affifta^e* 
Thcfc allies came over with feveralof their 

neighs 
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Neighbours under the condu£l of Hengift 
and Horfa^ and having fubdued the Scots 
and Pi£ls, had the iflc of Thanetafligned " 
them at firft as a reward for their fervice^ 
and afterwards the wholexqunty of Kent^ 
which they governed about 350 years^ till 
growing powerful and diifatisfied with 
their narrow limits, they at length took. 
pofTefTion of all the counti y on this fide the 
.Welch mountains, and divided it among 
themfelves intofeven K^n^domSi called the 
Saxon heptarch)r. Thus mtBritiJb tongue, 
before mixed with the Latin» ^/as almoft 
aboliflied,and many of the Britons obliged 
again to take refuge in Wales and Com^ 
wal, while the ufurpers laid the foundation 
pf new laws and a new language* 

In this iltuation £ngland continued till 
about the year 800, when it was invaded 
by the Danes^ who^ after being feveral 
times repulfed, eftabliflied themfelves in 
the northern and ealiern parts^ where their 
power increafiug, they at length aftey a 
conteft of 200 years, made themfelves the 
fole mafters ofEnglandi and by this means 
the language became tin6tared% with the 

Paniih ^ but at tl\eir government was of 

no 
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m l^g d«lrilioD, it 4id &ot make Co great 
an alteration in the Anglo-Saxon, as the 
:ttext retolotien^ vrhen the viMe was again 
iubdueii by William Duke of Normandy 
«ftetmf*ds cirtfed WtUiam tbe Coitqueror ; 
§9r the Normans, as a monument of their 
conqueft, endeavoured to make their lan^ 
guage as vnivorially received as poilible. 

Thus the £ng1im tongue, which was 
aaeieiidy pure Brittfli or Welch, became a 
mixture of a little Briti(b, a great deal 
^fttitt, a yet far greater pait of Anglo- 
daxon, fome Dani(h, and abundance of 
Korman Frettch ; but firiee that titfie the 
revival of arts and iciences has added 
greatly to its embelifhment. Thcfe have 
introduced a vaft variety of words from the 
Oreek, Latin, Italian, and modern French; 
•or poets have added grace and harmony 
to their numbers, and our profe writers 
have itrengtboi^d and improved their pe- 
riods, by lele6ling the moft mufical, ex* 
preffiv^, and itrongeik terms from every 
known language ; fo that, notwithftanding 
its hdttga eompotind of fuch heterogeneous 
ingiedients, it is become the moft copious 
aiidfigniAciint-6f any in Europe, adapted 

to 
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timent with elegance and propriety. 

Wc €O0)e n^t to give 9 ihort accQunt 
of the fcvcral parts of the Englifli tongue 
taken in a grammatical ien& 5 by which 
it will appear to be extremely fimplein it$ 
compoiitiony and free from the maay rukit 
yvhicii render 4>thers difficult to the learner 1 
for though grammar is die fame in all 
langiiagts^ except the Chinefcj yet every 
grammar ought to be adapted to the ge?^ 
nius of that language, which it is intended 
to illuftrate ana explain* 

Without going mto a critical difierta^ 
tion on the letters of the alphabet, and 
the proper manner of dividing fyllable^t 
we (hall immediately enter upon (he parts 
of fpcechy which may be diliinguiflied into 
thefe four I nouns fubitantive^ aouns ad-«^ 
jeftive, verbs, and particles.

THE general rule to be obierved in 
the pronouncing of words and fyU 
lables is to found every fyllable according 
to its proper ^antity\ and every word of 
two or more fyllaUes mjaft have its proper 
Accent. 

By Sluantity L%mean the diftindion of 
iVlIables into Long or Shorty in reading ei-^ 
tner proft or rerAr; and thi^ depends on 
the Various founds of the vowels. But 
here let it be obferved, that though in 
reading verfe the accent muft be laid 
on the fame fyllable as profe, and the 
words pronounced in tht fsune manner » 
yet a (yllable in verfe is called long or 
ihort^ not according to the long or ihort 
vowel, but according to the Accent.

In words of two fyllables, which aHef 
both fliort or both long, the accent if 
iMually laid on the firft^ as in bdppy^ pri^
